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molecular and/or particulate UV blockers which are dissolved and/or 
dispersed in lipid the matrix material and/or adsorbed at the surface of the 
lipid particles. 

4. (Amended) Composition according to claim 3, comprising as particulate UV 
blocker one or more inorganic pigments or organic pigments which is/are 
dispersed in the lipid matrix and/or is/are added to the surface of the lipid 
particles. 

5. (Amended) Composition according to claim 4, wherein the pigment comprises 
at least one selected from the group consisting of barium sulphate, bentonite, 
calcium carbonate, calcium sulphate, ferric(lll) oxides, ferric hydroxide, kaolin, 
carbon black, copper oxide, magnesium oxide, silver, silicon dioxide, Aerosil, 
Syloid, hydrophobic alkylated silicon dioxide, Aerosil R972, talcum, titanium 
dioxide, bismuth oxychloride, zinc oxide, zinc stearate and melanin, individually 
or in a mixture. 

6. (Amended) Composition according to claim 1, further comprising one or more 
antioxidative substances, individually or in a mixture, which are dissolved and/or 
dispersed and/or absorbed in the lipid matrix and/or adsorbed at the surface of 
the lipid particles.

20. (Amended) Composition according to claim 19, [characterized in that] wherein 
the lipid has been dispersed in an outer phase below its melting point[, in 
particular by a rotor-stator colloid mill, a high-speed mixer, in particular a 
dissolver disk, a high pressure homogenizer, in particular a piston-gap 
homogenizer or with a Microfluidizer]. 

21. (Amended) Composition according to claim 19, [characterized in that] wherein 
the lipid has been dispersed in an outer phase close to or above its melting 
point[, in particular by a rotor-stator colloid mill, a high-speed mixer, in particular 
an Ultra-Turrax, Silverson mixer, a dissolver disc, a microscale or macroscale 
static mixer, a high pressure homogenizer, in particular a piston-gap 
homogenizer or with a Microfluidizer]. 

22. (Amended) Composition according to [one of claims] claim 1 [to 21, 
characterized in that] , wherein the lipid particles are dispersed in the outer liquid 
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phase and are stabilized by surfactants, polymers or antiflocculants and/or a 
stabilization against particle aggregation has been effected by increasing the 
viscosity of the liquid phase by adding viscosity-increasing substances. 

23. (Amended) Composition according to claim 22, [characterized in that there are 
contained, as] comprising at least one surfactants,] selected from the group 
consisting of sorbitan fatty acid esters^ [such as] Tween, [in particular] Tween 
80, Span, [in particular] Span 85, sugar esters, [in particular] saccharose 
stearate, saccharose distearate, saccharose laurate, saccharose octanoate, 
saccha-rose palmitate, saccharose myristate, fatty alcohols, [in particular] 
cetylstearyl alcohol, sodium cetylstearyl sulphate, cocoamidopropylbetain (Tego 
Betain L7FG), sodium cocoamphoacetate (Miranol Ultra 32), polyglycerol 
methylglucose distearate (Tego Care 450), lecithins, [in particular] soybean 
lecithin or egg lecithin, alkaline soaps, metal soaps, [in particular] calcium 
dilaurate, natural surfactants, and [in particular] saponins, individually or in a 
mixture. 

24. (Amended) Composition according to claim 22, [characterized in that it contains, 
as] comprising at least one polymerfs,] selected from the group consisting of 
block polymers, [in particular] poloxamers, [especially] Poloxamer 188 A [or] 
Poloxamer 407, polyvinyl derivatives, [in particular] polyvinyl acetate, polyvinyl 
alcohol, polyvinyl pyrrolidone, and polystyrenes, individually or in a mixture. 

25. (Amended) Composition according to claim 22, [characterized in that it contains, 
in particular, as] comprising at least one antiflocculant[s,] selected from the 
group consisting of sodium citrate, sodium pyrophosphate [or] and sodium 
sorbate individually or in a mixture. 

26. (Amended) Composition according to claim 22, [characterized in that it contains, 
as increasing] comprising at least one viscosity -increasing substance[s,] 
selected from the group consisting of cellulose derivatives, [in particular] 
carboxymethyl cellulose, cellulose acetate phthalate, hydroxyethyl cellulose, 
methyl cellulose, methyl hydroxyethyl cellulose, methylhydroxypropyl cellulose, 
polyacrylates, polyacrylic acids, polyvinyl derivatives, alginates, bentonite, highly- 
dispersed silicon dioxide (Aerosil), pectins, tragacanth [or] and xanthan, 
individually or in a mixture. 

27. (Amended) Composition according to [one of claims] claim 1 [to 26, 
characterized-in-that]- ._wherein the outerphaseof the dispersion[also contains] 

further comprises at least one additional UV blocking substance[s] and/or UV 
blocking particle[s, in particular titanium dioxide, zinc oxide, melanin or silicates, 
in particular Aerosils]. 

28. (Amended) Composition according to [one of the claims] claim 1 [to 27, 
characterized in that] , wherein it is present in the form of a formulation for 
application on skin and mucous membranesf, in particular as a lotion, cream,
